S m ith’s task, however, is som e­ 
thing m ore th an arriving at a huge 
total. 
F or financial experts hold 
th at expenditures on such an as­ 
tronom ical scale will be possible 
only if defense production reaches 
a trem endous volume. 
They explained th at, in the last 
analysis, the size of the new bud­ 
get will depend, not on adm inistra­ 
tion wishes, but on the estim ated 
am ount of m unitions the nation's 
factories can tu rn out. The cost of

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UNWILLING CANDIDATE 
Something different in law snits is that of 
Samuel Sloan Duryee of Garrison, N. Y., who 
claims that the Democratic committee of 
Putnam county is unlawfully running him for 
the combined office of county judge, surro­ 
gate and children's court judge. Ile declined 
to run when he was first approached on the 
subject earlier in the summer. When he' re­ 
turned from his vacation he found in his 
mailbox a notice from the lioard of elections 
that he was a candidate. He demanded to 
have his name removed but was told that the 
deadline for such action had passed. 
Mr. Duryee’s attitude is not based on a 
prejudice against public office. He says the 
incumbent of the office has served so well 
during 12 years on the bench that he should 
be retained. 
“Rightly or wrongly,” says the petition, “I 
believe that judicial offices should he kept 
out of politics as much as consistently possi­ 
ble. When a judge has made an honorable 
record in the fulfillment of his judicial re­ 
sponsibilities I believe that he should receive 
endorsement for re-election by all responsible 
parties and citizens unless there are extraor­ 
dinary reasons to the contrary.” 
There is considerable food for thought in 
all this, not only for the judge who must aet 
on the petition, hut for political committees 
In general and for voters. 


BORN EQUAL 
Here is a statement that may startle be­ 
lievers in aristocracy, who hold that some of 
us arc born superior in quality to the rest of 
us and that this situation cannot bo changed. 
Dr. Harold M. Skoels of the University of 
Iowa has been studying the intelligence of 
adopted infants with “known inferior social 
histories.” He comes to this notable con­ 
clusion: 
“Low intelligence of time mothers, or low 
occupational status of true fathers, or a 
combination of both, should not lie consid­ 
ered a deterrent in tilt* placing of infants in 
adopted homes.” 
Ile finds that adopted babies from a dis­ 
couraging env ironment and apparently of in­ 
ferior parentage turn out. in general, to lie as 
intelligent as average children in tho general 
population. Often they are brighter and more 
successful than the average. 
But in all the cases, it is noted that “homes 
of the foster parents were rated as superior 
to those of the time mothers and fathers.” 
There is the point to boar In mind. Evidently 
it isn’t the human heritage that counts, so 
much as the bringing up. The main thing is 
to start the babies with good homes. If all the 
homes were good, we should produce a race 
of super-men. 


UNCLE MAKES IT PLAIN 
That torpedo fired from a Nazi submarine 
at an American destroyer may have ended 
an epoch, or started one. Our governmental 
response was quick, and the public response 
likewise. 
The indignity of such an attack was felt as 
much as the danger. There is an old Irish 
song about the pride of the citizen who sings: 
“There was ne’er a gossoon in the village 
dared tread on the tail of m e coat.” Nobody 
can tread on the tail of Uncle Sam’s coat and 
get away with it. Not in these times. 
And it isn’t mere pride. For with the Nazi 
type of mind, patient tolerance is sure to 
bring fresh insults and dangers. That is why 
the U. S. Navy, following the order of its 
commander-in-chief, will now act to keep the 
aggressors out of the waters of the Western 
Hemisphere. Self-defense requires this, as 
does maintenance of the permanent Ameri­ 
can policy of freedom of the seas. 


MORE WILD ANIMALS 
One 
form 
of 
conservation 
has* been 
markedly successful. The yearly big game 
census and estim ates based on it indicate 
that the number of such animals has dou­ 
bled every IO years since I OHS. In national 
forests and other protected areas other forms 
of wild animal life are also gaining. 
Wolves are increasing along with deer. 
Bobcats and coyotes, brown and grizzly 
bears, and other creatures of the forest mul­ 


tiply, some of them under man’s protection 
and some in spite of his efforts to get rid of 
them. The European wild hoar, which was 
imported to mountainous regions in the East 
•and in California, for sporting purposes, has 
become thoroughly acclimated and the cen­ 
sus last winter listed 700 of the animals. 
It will be a day to celebrate w hen conserva­ 
tion of soil and water attains a like high de­ 
gree of success. 


LIGHT VOTING 
“Expect Light Vote” was a recent headline 
over a story aliout a primary election in a 
big city. It indicates a condition common not 
only in connection with primaries and other 
public elections, hut in the case of civic clubs 
and organizations of importance. Because so 
many of those eligible fail to take an active 
part in preparing, determining and carrying 
out the policies and programs of the groups, 
these things are left to the active minority. 
Misrepresentation and mismanagement may 
result. Or, if the lazy majority is more for­ 
tunate than it deserves and affairs are well 
handled, the individuals of which it is com­ 
posed miss entirely the useful experience and 
educational lienefits of responsibility proper­ 
ly assumed. 
Americans get excited about certain elec­ 
tions at certain times. The popular vote in 
national elections has been rising steadily. In 
most other elections, on the other hand, more 
than half the eligible voters refrain from vot­ 
ing. Public affairs are then controlled by a 
handful of citizens, often selfishly. The same 
thing may lie true in lnlior unions, or clubs, 
or corporations, where a few may become 
a majority only because of the negligence of 
the true majority.
